The Applicant submits a replacement drawing sheet 1/2 including 
amendments to provide descriptive labeling tor features 115, 126, 128, 150, 160, 172, 
1 74 and 1 80 as shown in FIG. I . 
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REMARKS 

Drawings . In ihc Final Office Action, Examiner Phan objected to the 
drawings for failing to include descriptive labels for features 1 1 5, 126. 128, 150, 160, 
172, 174 and 180 as shown in FIG. I . The Applicant is concurrently filing a 
replacement drawing sheet 1/2 to obviate this objection to the drawings. Withdrawal 
of the objection to the drawings is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims . In the Final Office Action, Examiner Phan rejected pending claims 1- 
9, 1 1-14 and 16-20 on various grounds. The Applicant responds to each rejection as 
subsequently recited herein; 

A. Examiner Phan rejected claims 1,4-6, U, 12, 14, 17, 18 and 20 

under 35 LLS.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 
6,701,161 Bl to Wendlin% in view of U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2003/009664 1 to Odinak 

The AnnHcant has considered Examiner Phan p s remarks concerning the 
patentability of claims 1. 4-6* 1 1. 12. 14. 17. 18 and 20 over Wendiinv in view of 
Odinafu The Applicant has also read Wendlinz and Odinak. To warrant this 
103 fa) rejection of claims U 4-6. 11. 12, 14. 17. IS and 20. there must be some 
sueeestion or motivation, either in the Wcndtim* and/or Odinak or in the knowledge 
Generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, to modify Wendline in view of 
Odinak as Proposed bv Examiner Phan to obtain independent claims L 12 and 18. 
jggg, MPEP $2143. The Applicant respectfully traverses this 103 fa) rejection of 
claims 1, 4-6, 11, 12, 14, 17, 18 and 20, because Wendline teaches away from the 
following limitations of independent claims 1. 12 and 18: 

1. "receiving a mobile phone identification number sent in response to a radio 
button activation w and "activating an operations mode in response to the received 
mobile phone identification number" as recited in independent claim 1; 
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Z "computer program code to receive a mobile phone identification number 
sent in response to a radio button activation" and "computer program code to 
activate an operations mode in response to the received mobile phone identification 
number" as recited in independent claim 12; and 

3. "means tor receiving a mobile phone identification number sent in response 
to a radio button activation" and "means for activating an operations mode in 
response to the received mobile phone identification number" as recited in 
independent claim 18. 


Specifically. Wendling teaches a radio telephone OS that functions as a 

radio via radio buttons when radio telephone OS is connected to a base device BP 
as illustrated in FIGS. 1 and 3. Conversely, Wendling teaches radio telephone OS 
functions qs a mobile telephone via mobile telephone buttons when radio telephone 
OS is not connected to based device BP as illustrated in FIGS. 4a and 4b. See. 
Wendling at column 7. line 39 to column & line 44. As such. Wendling teaches 
base device BP receiving a mobile phone identification number via the mobile 
telephone buttons when radio telephone OS is operating as a mobile telephone 
{FIGS. 4a and 4b). and teaches away from base device BP receiving a mobile 
phone identification number yjg radio buttons when radio telep{t m fly iy 
operating as a radio {FIGS. 1 and 2) as required bv independent claims L 12 and 
Vk 

Withdrawal of the rejection of independent claims I, 1 2 and 1 8 under 35 
U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wendling in view of Odtnuk is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

Claims 4-6. 1 1 and 12 depend from independent claim 1 . Therefore, 
dependent claims 4-6, 1 1 and 12 include all of the elements and limitations of 
independent claim I. It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that 
dependent claims 4-6, 1 1 and 12 are allowable over Wendling in view ofOdinak for at 
least the same reason as set forth with respect to independent claim I being allowable 
over Wemlling in view ofOdinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claims 4- 
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6, 1 1 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Wendling in view of 
Odinak is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claims 14 and 17 depend from independent claim 12. Therefore, dependent 
claims Hand 17includeall of the elements and limitations of independent claim 12. 
It is therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 14 and 
1 7 are allowable over Wendling in view of Odinak for at least the same reason as set 
forth with respect to independent claim 12 being allowable over Wendling in view of 
Odinak, Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claims 14and 17 under 35 ILS.C. 
§ 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Wendling in view of Odinak is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

Claim 20 depends from independent claim 18. Therefore, dependent claim 20 
includes all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 1 8. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claim 20 is allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak for at least the same reason as set forth with respect to 
independent claim 1 8 being allowable over Wendling in view of Odinak. Withdrawal 
of the rejection of dependent claim 20 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Wendling m view of Odinak is therefore respectfully requested. 

B. Hxaminer Phan rejected claims 2, 3 and 1 3 under 35 U.S.C. § 1 03(a) 
as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,70 U 61 Bl to 
Wendling in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2003/0096641 to Odinak and in further view of U.S. Patent No. 
6,470, 1 78 to Cumming-Hill cl al. 

Claims 2 and 3 depend from independent claim 1. Therefore, dependent 
claims 2 and 3 include al! of the elements and limitations of independent claim 1. It is 
therefore respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 2 and 3 are 
allowable over Wendling in view of Odinak and in further view of Cumming-Hill for 
at least the same reason as set forth with respect to independent claim 1 being 
allowable over Wendling in view of Odinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of 
dependent claims 2 and 3 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
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Wendling in view c^f Odinak and in farther view of Cumming-Htil is therefore 
respectfully requested. 

Claim 13 depends from independent claim 12. Therefore, dependent claim 13 
includes all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 12. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claim 13 is allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak and in further view of Cumming-Hill for at least the same 
reason as set forth with respect to independent claim 12 being allowable over 
Wendling in view ol' Odinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claim 13 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wendling in view of Odinak and 
in ftirther view of Cumming-Hill is therefore respectfully requested. 

C. Examiner Phan rejected claims 7-9, 16 and 19 under 35 U.S.C. 

§l03(a) as being unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 6,701,161 Bl to 
Wendlinx in view of U.S. Patent Application Publication No. 
2003/0096641 to Odinak and in farther view of U.S. Patent No. 
5,537,673 to Nagavhima et al. 

Claims 7-9 depend from independent claim I. 'ITierefore, dependent claims 7- 
9 include all of the elements and limitations of independent claim I . It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claims 7-9 are allowable over 
Wvncfling in view of Odinak and in further view of Nagushimu for at least the same 
reason as set forth with respect to independent claim 1 being allowable over Wendling 
in view ol Odinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claims 7-9 under 35 
U.S.C. §103(a) as being unpatentable over Wendiing in view of Odinak and in further 
view of Nagashima is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claim 16 depends from independent claim 12. Therefore, dependent claim 16 
includes all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 12. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claim 16 is allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak and in further view of Nagashima for at least the same 
reason as set forth with respect to independent claim 12 being allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claim 1 6 
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under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wendling in view of Odinak and 
in further view o[Nagoshima is therefore respectfully requested. 

Claim 19 depends from independent claim 18. Therefore, dependent claim 19 
includes all of the elements and limitations of independent claim 1 8. It is therefore 
respectfully submitted by the Applicant that dependent claim 19 is allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak and in farther view of Nagashima for at least the same 
reason as set forth with respect to independent claim J 8 being allowable over 
Wendling in view of Odinak. Withdrawal of the rejection of dependent claim 1 9 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Wendting in view of Odinak and 
in further view of Nagashima is therefore respectfully requested.
